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THE  COAT  OF  ARMS 


Even  in  black  and  white,  the  Redwine  Coat  of  Arms  is  interest¬ 
ing,  but  much  more  so  in  color. 

Upon  the  argent  field  of  the  shield  the  three  narrow  bars 
(“per  fess”)  are  azure.  Across  diagonally  is  a  wavy  broad  bar 
(“per  bend”)  in  soft  red.  The  helmet  (heaume)  is  black.  The  crest 
is  azure,  and  the  bear  sejont  is  rampent  and  plain,  facing  straight 
ahead  with  tounge  out.  The  mantling  (or  gules)  surrounding  the 
shield  is  argent  and  wavy.

Russ  Redwine  of  Germany  was  Knighted  by  Frederick  the  Great 
and  given  a  castle  on  the  Rhine  River.  He  named  his  son  Frede¬ 
rick.  This  son  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  in  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania,  about  1737.  He  had  at  least  four  sons  from  whom 
the  Redwines  in  Georgia  are  descended.

END  OF  ALL  THIRTEEN  CHILDREN  OF  JACOB  REDWINE,  SR. 
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FACTS  AND  FANCIES 


The  story  of  the  Redwine  Family  as  handed  down  through 
generations  is  this:  The  name  Redwine  was  Rhotwein  in  Germany. 
The  oldest  ancestor  we’ve  heard  about  was  Russ  Rhotwein  who 
fought  in  Prussia  under  Frederick  III.  He  was  knighted  and  given 
a  castle  on  the  Rhine  for  his  courage  and  loyality.  Russ  named 
his  first  born  for  his  King  Frederick. 

After  the  change  in  Kings  and  the  Continual  fighting  among 
the  German  states,  of  which  Prussia  was  one,  the  three  sons  of 
Russ  came  to  America.  Here  the  name  became  Redwine.  The  three 
brothers  were  Frederick,  William  and  John.  The  last  two  pre¬ 
sumably  settled  in  Virginia  and  have  many  descendants  there 
and  in  Kentucky,  Mississippi,  Arkansas  and  elsewhere. 

Frederick  had  married  Barbara  Stoner  in  Prussia  and  had  one 
son,  Michael,  when  they  settled  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania  in 
1737.  There  were  born  three  other  sons,  John,  Lewis  and  Jacob. 
After  the  death  of  Frederick  and  Barbara  in  Pittsburgh,  the  boys 
Amoved  to  Montgomery  County,  North  Carolina,  where  they  head¬ 
ed  families  in  the  southeast.  They  were  mostly  Methodists,  and 
it  has  been  written  that  one  could  trace  the  Redwine  family’s 
migrations  by  the  Methodist  churches  they  built. 

They  were  a  people  of  intellect,  energy  and  integrity,  and  in 
each  branch  of  the  family  there  were  many  who  attained  success 
as  soldiers,  farmers,  merchants,  doctors,  teachers,  bankers,  judges, 
etc.  Here  I  mention  some  of  these: 

'U 

Jacob  Redwine  (the  elder)  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He 
was  a  private  in  Captain  John  Johnson’s  company  in  Colonel  John 
Collier’s  regiment  of  the  North  Carolina  Militia,  commanded  by 
Brigadier  General  Butler.  He  was  discharged  on  December  22, 
1780.  He  was  a  Methodist  and  a  planter.  He  built  Redwine  Church 
in  Hart  County,  Georgia.  His  wife,  Rowena,  is  buried  there.  After 
her  death,  he  moved  to  Coweta  County.  The  Daughters  of  the 
Revolution  have  marked  his  grave  in  the  Seventh  Militia  District, 
G.M.  8th  Land  District,  at  the  Southeast  corner  of  Lot  18  on  top 
of  a  high  knoll  three  miles  South  of  Palmetto  on  the  old  W.  H. 
Steed  place. 

Jacob  Redwine,  Jr.  and  his  wife  Nancv  Trimble,  are  buried  at 
Mt.  Gilead  Church  in  old  Campbell  County.  Georgia,  right  at  the 
side  of  Redwine  Road  near  his  old  homeplace.  He  fought  in  the 
War  of  1812,  and  had  an  original  grant  of  1000  acres  there  near 
Ben  Hill.  It  was  later  owned  by  his  great  grandson.  Andrew  Red¬ 
wine  who  rebuilt  it  and  made  it  lovely  and  comfortable. 

^eve1  al  of  Jacob  Redwine’s  sons  served  in  Confedoracv.  James 
Oliver  Redwine,  “Captain  Jimmy,”  who  was  the  grandfather  of 
Andrew  Redwine,  won  Confederate  fame. 

William  (“Buck”)  Redwine  of  Hall  County  was  in  the  “War  of 
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the  Sixties.”  He  was  the  father  of  John  Elbert  Redwine  who  repre¬ 
sented  his  county  in  the  Legislature  from  1876  to  1883,  and  was  a 
Senator  in  1896  and  1897.  William  (“Buck”)  Redwine  also  helped 
build  a  Methodist  Church  which  still  bears  his  name. 

William  T.  Redwine,  a  son  of  Michael  Redwine  of  Murray  Coun¬ 
ty,  died  for  the  Confederacy.  Another  of  his  sons,  John  Ashbury 
Redwine,  was  in  the  Confederate  Army.  Descendants  of  both  are 
in  Texas. 

Another  grandson  of  Jacob,  Sr.  and  son  of  Jacob.  Jr.,  to  serve 
honorably  in  the  Confederacy  was  Captain  William  Parks  Red¬ 
wine.  He  was  a  second  Lieutenant,  Company  I.  10th  Regiment, 
Georgia  Infantry.  He  enlisted  May  27.  1861.  and  was  made  captain 
on  September  14,  3862.  He  resigned  in  July  1864.  to  attend  the 
Georgia  General  Assembly  to  which  he  had  been  elected  as 
Representative  of  Fayette  County.  He  rode  horseback  to  Milledge- 
ville,  where  Georgia's  capitol  was  then  located.  He  and  his  wife 
are  buried  in  cemetery  at  Fayetteville.  He  came  to  Favetteville 
in  1840  from  his  father’s  farm  at  Ben  Hill.  He  bought  about 
fifteen  acres  of  land  running  North  from  the  Northwest  corner 
of  the  city  square.  His  home  site  was  where  the  Standard  Oil 
Station  is  now  located.  His  property  is  still  owned  by  his  grand¬ 
sons.  He  was  Fafayetteville’s  first  Mayor,  which  office  has  been 
held  several  terms  by  each  of  his  three  grandsons  and  by  one  of 
his  great  grandsons.  Harry  H.  Ped'^ine. 

Lewis  Redwine,  another  of  Jacob.  Sr’s,  sons  who  came  to 
Coweta  County  in  1832  from  Franklin  County,  located  on  land  six 
miles  North  of  Newnan.  He  had  a  large  plantation  on  Cedar 
Creek,  and  built  a  stately  southern  home.  This  Redwine  also 
built  a  Methodist  Church,  the  Concord  Church.  A  grandson,  Ben 
L.  Redwine,  the  only  son  of  Lieutenant  William  M.  Redwine,  in¬ 
herited  the  house  and  plantation.  This  Ben  Redwine  was  one  of 
Georgia’s  most  prominent  cotton  growers  and  raiser  of  cattle  and 
sheep.  He  had  1000  acres  in  pastures  and  was  President  of  the 
Georgia  Livestock  Association.  Anohter  son  of  Lewis  was  Dr. 
Columbus  L.  Redwine  who  practiced  in  Newnan  and  Atlanta.  His 
other  son,  Lewis  Parks,  had  a  doctor  son.  Dr.  Word  Redwine.

John  M.  Redwine  was  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Carroll  County 
from  1862  to  1866. 

There  have  been  several  Methodist  preachers  in  the  Redwine 
family. 

The  Parks  name  that  runs  through  the  family  came  from  a 
noted  Methodist  preacher,  William  Justice  Parks  who  was  born  in 
1799  and  died  in  1873. 

Morgan  L.  Redwine  lived  on  a  farm  seven  miles  West  of  Fayet¬ 
teville.  He  and  his  father,  Captain  William  P.  Redwine.  bought 
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400  acres  there  in  1882.  Slaves  quarters  were  still  on  it  and  one 
log  house  where  Indians  had  lived.  Later  Morgan  bought  his 
father’s  part  and  added  adjoining  land.  After  his  early  death, 
his  widow  and  sons  moved  into  town  but  continued  to  keep  the 
farm  and  added  to  it  until  they  had  3200  acres.  He  and  his  wife 
are  buried  in  Fayetteville. 

The  three  sons  of  Morgan  L.  Redwine  formed  a  partnership  in 
1904  known  as  Redwine  brothers,  which  thrived  for  nearly  sixty 
years.  Under  this  head  they  operated  the  farms,  cotton  gins, 
seed  mills  and  warehouses  at  Fayetteville  and  Tyrone,  also  a 
fertilizer  plant.  Earlier  projects  were  a  backhand  factory  and 
livestock  sales.  Later  was  a  mercantile  store,  undertaking 
business  and  lumber  mills.  They  ran  the  Ford  automobile  and 
Standard  Oil  agencies  for  years.  They  dealt  in  cotton  and  petro¬ 
leum  products,  and  operated  three  private  banks.  The  firm  was 
dissolved  after  the  death  of  William  W.  Redwine  and  Charles  D. 
Redwine. 

Charles  D.  Redwine,  after  serving  as  Mayor  of  his  town  several 
terms,  was  elected  to  the  Georgia  Legislature  in  1910  and  served 
until  he  was  elected  to  the  Senate  in  1918,  1923.  1924.  Again  he 
was  elected  in  1929,  1935,  1941,  being  President  of  the  Senate  in 
1936.  He  was  defeated  for  Governor  in  1936.  He  was  appointed 
Commissioner  of  Revenue  of  Georgia  in  1950,  which  position  he 
held  until  1955.  He  died  that  year. 

The  only  one  of  the  three  living  is  Hill  Parks  Redwine.  He  ic 
owner  of  the  home  farm  and  is  President  of  the  Farmers  and 
Merchants  Bank  at  Fayetteville  and  Redwine  Brothers  Bank  at 
Tyrone.  He  has  been  a  faithful  Methodist  serving  as  a  member  of 
the  official  board  for  over  fifty  years  and  as  its  chairman  for 
twenty-five  j^ears.  In  the  Redwine  tradition,  he  is  a  church  build¬ 
er,  being  chairman  of  the  committee  to  build  the  present  edifice 
in  Fayetteville. 

lastly,  vou  should  know  that  a  Governor  of  our  State  has 
come  from  the  “Redwines  of  Georgia”.  If  you  will  look  back  over 
this  record,  you  will  see  that  the  first  child  of  Jacob  Redwine, 
Sr.  was  Mary,  who  married  William  Balleneer.  Her  daughter 
Betsy  Balleneer  married  Job  Bowers.  His  13th  child  John  M. 
Bowers  wed  Marv  Duncan  whose  6th  child.  Savannah  Powers, 
married  (2nd  husband)  Samuel  Ernest  Vandiver.  Their  child  wa^ 
Ernest  Vandiver,  who  became  the  seventy  third  (73rd)  governor 
of  the  State  of  Georgia.  Thus  the  immigrant  Frederick  sired  a 
governor  as  well  as  many  other  illustrious  sons. 
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
